2. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

The closest prior art is considered to be Takashi et al. (JP 2000-7455). Takashi 
discloses a method as discussed in section 2 of the office action dated May 23, 2008. 
The reference further discloses a method wherein the main pressurization is preformed 
by pressing jigs 42 comprising pressing ribs 47 in a number equivalent to the number of 
porous honeycomb segments located on the outermost layer of the honeycomb 
structure (figure 4c). However, the reference does not disclose a method wherein the 
pressing ribs are provided on a pressing surface of the pressing jig so as to abut on 
approximate centers of the surfaces of the porous honeycomb segments on the

outermost layer of the honeycomb structure. The prior art does not remedy the 
deficiencies of Takashi, nor does it provide a suggestion as to why one of ordinary skill 
in the art would have been motivated to modify the method of Takashi such that the 
pressing ribs abut on approximate centers of the surfaces of the porous honeycomb 
segments on the outermost layer of the honeycomb structure.
